YOUR LEGISLATOR 
AT WORK

The old Romans had a 
phrase for it, "caveat emp-j 
tor"   "let the buyer be-] 
ware." The general idea was, 
that, if the buyer wasn't 
smart enough to protect 
himself in bargaining, he de­ 
served what he got.

Today, consumer protec­ 
tion is enjoying something 
of a popular vogue as a le­ 
gislative subject. During the 
past few sessions, a wide 
variety of measures have 
been inlroduced to protect 
the consumer, either against 
attacks on his pocketbook, 
or fraud in conneclion with 
the quality and quantity of 
the goods and services he 
buys. A few have been en­ 
acted into law, but more 
have fallen by the wayside 
for one reason or another. 

Complex Lawmaking
Legislating in the field of 

retail consumer credit is par­ 
ticularly complex. The wide 
range of mredit plans of­ 
fered by merchants, from in­ 
stallment selling through 
"revolving accounts" to re­ 
gular charge accounts, 
makes it difficult to keep a 
fair balance between all the 
factors involved. However, 
in 1959 a basic law was pass­ 
ed which set up fundamen­ 
tal rules for all types of 
credit plans. During its con­ 
sideration, this measure was 
supported both by consumer 
representatives and retailer 
groups.

In this session, the ad­ 
ministration has sponsored 
a series of measures for the 
benefit of consumers. One 
of the principal measures in 
this group was heard by the 
Assembly Finance and In­ 
surance Committee a few 
days ago. To the surprise of 
its supporters, though not of 
disinterested observers, tht 
bill did not get favorable ac­ 
tion. As one reporter who 
evidently believes in resur­ 
rection put it, the bill was 
"killed for two years"   
sent to interim study.

'Truth in Landing Bill'
Called the "truth in lend­ 

ing bill," the measure would 
have required everyone sell­ 
ing on credit lo furnish 
every person who buys on

time with a delailed slate- 
ment about the terms of sale 
and all financing charges. 
Included in this statement 
would have to be the total 
amount financed, the dollar 
amount of the finance 
charge, and the finance rate, 
translated into the effective 
annual interest rate on the 
unpaid balance.

Anyone advertising credit 
terms would also have to 
state the finance charges in 
terms of the effective annual 
interest rate. Penalties for 
violation would be a fine up 
to $5,000, or jail up to one 
year.

Supporters of the measure 
included the State Consum­ 
er Counsel, local consumer 
groups, labor organizations, 
and a professor from Kansas. 
They argued that all the 
bill does is to let people 
know the price they are pay­ 
ing for credit.

Opponents of the bill de­ 
clared that it is unnecessary 
because present law requires 
inclusion of much the same 
information in every condi­ 
tional sales contract and re­ 
volving account agreement. 
The proposal was killed 
impractical and unworkable 
because of the complicated 
calculations needed.

Rough for Computer
It was pointed out that 

standard charts of effective 
annual interest rates could 
not be prepared for guidance 
of sales people because of 
the numerous possible varia­ 
tions which could make it 
rough even for a computer.

Everyone agreed that full 
disclosure of the price of 
credit is desirable, but. op­ 
ponents said that, compli­ 
ance with the terms of the 
bill would only confuse buy­ 
ers. Its administration would 
be almost, impossible to po­ 
lice, they maintained.

Like Diogenes looking for 
the missing honest man, one 
of our interim committees 
will have to do some search­ 
ing for a workable answer 
to the problem of legislating 
truth in lending.

Cooper's flight terminated 
there, the Ware would have 
assisted in tracking and lo­ 
cating the capsule. Duhon is 
the son of Mr. and Mrs. 
James C. Duhon of 2150S 
Orrick Ave.

Two Aboard Kearsage
Airmen Ronald E. Bartle- 

son and John M. Hardin 
were aboard the Kearsage, 
which recovered Cooper 
from his capsule after it 
landed in the Pacific.

Bartleson is the son of Mr. 
and Mrs. George E. Bartle­ 
son of 750 Carson St., and 
Hardin is the son of Mr. 
and Mrs. T. E. Hardin of 
2838 El Dorado.

Cooper remained aboard 
the carrier during its cruise 
from the recovery area, near 
Midway Island, to Hawaii, 
where he debarked.

Among 13 ships in the Pa­ 
cific recovery force that pa- 
troled five pre-planned re­ 
covery areas during the 
flight were four other Tor­ 
rance sailors.

Peter C. Medina Jr., a sea­ 
man, of Mr. and Mrs. Peter 
C. Medina of 25518 January 
Dr., and Louis N. Labit, yeo­ 
man third class, son of Dr.

Worldwide Network
The 13 patrol ships were 

supported by Navy carrier-

A special 
world-spanning naval com­ 
munications network link 
ed the Pacific force with the 
Atlantic recovery force and 
Cope Canaveral. Fla.

The primary recovery 
ship was Kearsage, which 
picked up astronaut Water 
Schirra at the conclusion of 
his six orbit flight last Oc­ 
tober.

The other 12 ships are the 
destrover USS Epperson, 
USS Fletcher. USS John W. 
Thomason. USS John A. 
Bole. USS Lofgrcn. USSj 
Duncan. USS Mansfield. USS 
Frank Knox. USS Taussig, 
USS De Haven. USS Lyman 
K. Swenson. and USS hel- 
ton.

Communications for the 
Pacific Recovery Force are 
centered nt Honolulu, one of 
the world's largest naval 
communications stations. It 
connects the Pacific force 
with recovery elements 
around the world and with 
Cape Canaveral.

The squatiron was aboard 
the Kearsage. Its pilots pick­ 
ed up the Air Force major 
when his capsule touched 
down safelv.
